WesTerN Arrica.—According to official state-
ments, the Republic of Liberis has brought
under it contrel 200,000 of the abongines,
bestdes 6000 recapturea from slave ships. It
has turned more than 600 miles of const from
belng & horrid slave mart to the peaceful and
honest pursuits of sgriculture and commerce,
More tham 160 churches have been ercotad,
About 200 sohools are in operation; 20,000
children have been taucht in Euglish, and
20,000 persons have united with the churches.
There are batween sixty and seventy settie-
ments, and their commerce annually amounts to
betwoen ffteen and twenty milllons of dollura,

—A Congregationsl Church has been organized
at Websier, Mo,, twelve miles from 8t Louis,
This is the twenty-sccond Congregationsl Church
in Missouri,

Barrisr,—A chureh of this denomination in
Chicago has just been dedicated. The cost is
$200,000, and it1s & magnificent editice. When
the dedication Sabbath dawned, $50,000 were to
be secured, or the organ, tower, and bell, oue or
all, would be missing, or unpsaid for, il obtained,
A collection of $63,000 was obtained during the
two services of the duy—$47,000 in fthe morning
and $6000 in the evening.

Remarkable History of a TorpedosBoat.

General Maury's report of the defense of
Mobile nurrates the eventful history of a torpedo-
boat as tollows:—

It was built ot boiler iron. was about thirtv-five
feet long and was manned by s crow of nine men,
oight of whom worked tue propeller by hand, 1he
ninh steered the boat and rogulated ner movements
below the surtace of the water. She could be sub-
merged st pleasure to any desired deptn, or gould
be propelled upon the surfnce. In smooth sti'l
water her movements were exactly contro led, and
her syood was about four kuots It was intended
that shke should approsch any vessel lying at
puchor, pass under her keel, and arag a Hoat
ing torpedo, winoh would expiode on striking
the siae or bottom of the ship attucked. Bhe
could remain submergod more than hall an
hour without inecnyewmisncs to her crew. Boon
aiter her arrival i Coarleston, Lacatenant Payne,
of the Conlederate nayvv, with eight othors, volun-
teered to attack the Federal floot with ner. While
prepuring tor their expadition the swell o1 & passing
gteamer cansed the boat 1o =ink suddenly, and il
hends, except Liontonsnt Pavno who at the moment
was stunding io the open hutchwuy, perishied. Bhe
wus poon 1aised, and aguin mude roady for servico.
Licutenant Pasne aeain volunteorea to command
her. While lvine near Fort Snmter she capsizod,
and aralt sunk 10 aesp wator, drowning all hands
except her commander und two others,

Belng agun ralsed and prepured lor action, Mr.
Auniey, one of the consiructors, made an expori-
mwental orase in her in Cooper river, Whlie sub-
merged at preat depth, from gome unknown cause
ghe becnme unmanagoable, and remained for many
days on the bottom of the mniver with her erew of
nine dead men,

A fourth time was the boat raised, and Lieutenant
Dixon, of Mobile, of the 215t Volvuteors, with eizht
others, went on' of Charleston harbor in her, aud
attacked and sunk the Federat etesmer Housatonio,

Her mssion at last accomplished, abe dispppeared
forcver with bher erew  Nothing is known of their
fate, vot it 1s belicved they weut down with tie
cnonay.
